Britain ultimately will abolish bat- 


tleships by international agreement. 
If complete abolition of this type 
of fighting cr cannot be agreed 


the Prime Min ans said, the Brit- 

ish delegation will press for delay 
in battleship replacement and for 
reduction in the number and cali- 
ber of guns. 

MacDonald declared his belief 
that an eement will result from 
the conférence without sacrificidy 
the security of any nation and will 
be incorporated in a treaty which 
will prevent naval building races 
for another decade. 

Never before had a British 
Prime Minister discussed such a 
subject with the press of other 
nations as well as his éwn before | 
the beginning of negotiations, 

The Prime Minister permits the 
fact of a conference with him te 
Be published, but has forbidden dl- 
rect quotations, 

Nevertheless, it is now possible 
to indicate authoritatively the Brit- 
ish - policy at the corhing confer- 
ence. 

Warns Against Over-Optimism. 

The Government her& is most 
anxious that the peoples of the five. 
nations represented at the confer- 
ence should not be too optimistic. 
The difficulties are enormous and 
too much must not be expected. It 
is felt that what. may be a good 
settlement will greatly disappoint 
the public if, Ampassibilitionare an- 
ticipated. «4 « n 

Great Britain beligves that post- 
war international . that cul- 
minating in the Kellogg pact have 
created at least temporary secur- 
ity. for it if agreed by experts that 
for an unstated period of years, 
perhaps 10, there ean be no great. 
war, and British policy holds that 
armaments must bear some rela- 
tion to risks of war in the imme- 
diate future. 

The tendencies. of the last seven 
years for naval expansion must be 
checked or for another period in- 
tense competition must be faced 
with all its attendant expense, in 
the British Government’s view, but 
Great Britain will not make any 
agreement that does not involve 
concessions by other Powers or 
that does not settle the relative 
strength of naval powers upon 
considerations of their geographi- 
cal position, their food imports, 
and their exports of industrial 
products. 

No Disarmament as Example. 

Great stress was laid on the fact 
that agreement depends upon oth- 
er Powers. There will be no dis- 
armament here to set the example 
to others. All that can be done 
in that respect has been done and 
Great Britain can only disarm on 
condition that other Powers move 
in step with her. 

A high seas agreement, in the 
British view, may be achieved and 
then this, in turn, may require 
modification because of the Medi- 
terranean situation, and if agree- 
ment is reached regarding that sea, 
these new proposals will have to 
be reconsidered to see if they meet 
the requirements of open seas 
navies.

- municipalities, which are St. Louis 
‘and the suburban towns, plus the 
outlying part-of the county, which 
may be incorporated. However, the 
“questions concerning the legislative 
body for the general government 
“and its chief administratiye offi- 
cers likely will be taken up by the 
Executive Committee of the City 
and County Metropolitan Develop- 
ment Committee, the main body in 
the merger movement. 
While the time has not been 
reached to consider a name for 
the proposed city-county, leaders 
of the movement are inclined to 
favor Greater St. Louis as keeping 
the old name of the community in 
the new cognomen yet distinguish- 
ing it from the present city, which 
would be one of the units of the 
new region.

Prof. Reed said yesterday the 
Mayor of St. Louis might be made 
ex-officio Mayor of Greater St. 
Louis and perhaps also presiding 
officer of the Metropolitan Council 
or whatever the legislative body of 
Greater St. Louis may be called. 
This remains entirely an open ques- 
tion now. He suggested also fhe 
possibility of employing a city 
manager as the active adminis- 
trator of Greater St. Louis. 

Continuing, Reed said the un- 
usual system of electing the St. 
Louis Board of Aldermen, by city- 
wide vote to represent wards, 
would be avoided for the Metro- 
politan Council, which would be 
made truly representative. Taking 
into consideration the prospective 
growth of the suburban and rural 
populations, hé said they probably 
should be given representation on 
the council which would at first be 
out of proportion to their present 
population. Members of this 
council might be the only elective 
officers for Greater St. uis, he 
said, since the metropolitan gov- 
ernment might contract with St. 
Louis to have the present city’s 
ComptroHer and Treasurer look 
after metropolitan fugds, thus 
avoiding expensive duplication of 
offices.

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BLAINE URGES REPEAL OF DRY 
ACT; SAYS HT Is A FAILURE 


* 


Senator Asserts 10 Vears Trial Has Proved It 
Other Countries Abolished Prohibition 
for Same Reason, He Says. 


(Copyright, 1930). 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Sena- 
tor Blaine of Wisconsin, in a state- 
ment today, suggested repeal of the 
prohibition amendment, and soon 
afterward offered a resolution for 
repeal. 

Blaine’s statement said: 

“Today, Jan, 16, is the tenth an- 
niversary of the prohibition regime. 
We have had 10 years’ trial of the 
noble experiment and it has failed 
to bring temperance to the Amer- 
ican people. 

“I propose, on this anniversary 
of prohibition, a constitutional 
amendment providing for the re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment. 
Repeal of the amendment, in my 
opinion, is the best remedy for the 
evils of prohibition. 

“To liberalize the Volstead act 

would help re-establish moderation 
and temperance; but the ultimate 
solution of the curse of prohibition 
will be the abandonment of prohi- 
bitéon. 
As I recall, in the last 20 years 
15 countries, including sovereign 
provinces, enacted prohibition. Of 
that number, the prohibition expe- 
riment prevails in only three, name- 
ly, the United States, Finland and 
Prince Edward Island. 

“Each country and sovereign 
province that has abandoned pro- 
hibition experimented about 10 
years. After all, the failures to, 


regulate the- personal habits of 


| 


the individual citizen, sober think- 
‘ing friends of orderly govern- 
ment undertook a solution of 
the evils that had grown up under 
prohibition in those countries. In 
all the countries that had prohibi- 
tion it was found the evils of pro- 
hibition could be remedied only by 
discarding prohibition. 

“America may well profit by 
their example. It was only last 
Monday when the President of the 
United States, in a message to Con- 
gress, asserted that more than one- 
half of the arrests under the Fed- 
eral criminal laws were for viola- 
tions of the prohibition law. This 
speaks volumes, and is conclusive 
proof that prohibition is a failure. 

“In the last nine years three 
Presidents have been ardent advo- 
cates of prohibition enforcement. 
None of them succeeded in enforce- 
ment, though all three had the en- 
tire enforcement machinery under 
their control, and they had a Con- 
gress that, by an overwhelming ma- 
jority, responded to every request 
for more machinery of enforce- 
ment.“ 

After Blaine, in a speech in the 
Senate, had said any measure that 
attempts to regulate the personal 
habits of the people is bound to be 
a failure,” Senator Glass (Dem.), 
Virginia, arose and said: 

“Permit me to express my admi- 
ration for the Senator’s sense of 
humor.”

The New Yorker in his measure 
| reiterated the charge he made in 
the House yesterday that the states 
| had ratified only a joint resolution 
of Congress to prohibit manufac- 
ture, sale and transportation of in- 
toxicating liquors and that the 
eighteenth amendment itself never 
had been ratified by the requisite 
number of states. 

Of interest to many of Senate 
leaders was a statement from 
Chairman George W. Wickersham, 
of the Law Enforcement Commis- 


sion, with which he supported the 
recommendations of his group, em- 
phasizing their constitutionality. 

Some members of Congress had 
questioned the constitutionality of 
the commission’s proposal that 
minor violations of the dry laws be 
tried before a United States Com- 
missioner, thus diverting many 
cases from the overtaxed Federal 
Courts. They regarded it as pos- 
sibly an invasion of the constitu- 
tional right of trial by jury.

PARIS, | e 16.—The long mys- 
tery of the identity of Gaby Deslys, 
celebrated dancer, who died 10 
years ago leaving a fortune, was 
revived yesterday with the discov- 
ery that'she gave her real name 
as Hedy Navratil, the samé as that 
of a Hungarian dancer whose par- 
ents have been trying to prove that 
their daughter was Gaby Deslys. 

The discovery came from exam- 
nation of the social directory, Tout 
Paris, in which, in the years 1915 
to 1920, under the list ef pseudo- 
nyms, Gaby gave her real name 
as Hedy Navratil. Yet another 
Hungarian dancer, who said . she 
was Edwige or Hady Navratil, was 
at that time producing proof of her 
identity to a Paris magistrate after 
living obscurely in Spain for many 
years. 

An Austrian functionary has just 
related that during the war Ed- 
wige Navratil, thought then by 
everybody in Hungary to be Gaby 
Deslys, was condemned by default 
as a spy in the service of the Allies. 

The dancer’s fortune, now in 
the hands of her mother, Madame 
Caire, at Marseilles, is claimed by 
the father of Hedy Navratil. : 

Gaby’s dancing partner, Harry 
Pilcer, swears that she was really 
Gabrielle Caire, born at Marseilles. 
Another mystifying element in the 
case is the fact that the dancer's 
death certificate gave the date of 
her birth the same as those of the 
Hungarian Navratil.

SLAIN IN DRY RAIDS 


Gen. Edwards at Boston Meet- 
ing Assails Law Enforce- 
ment by Bullets. 


By the Associated Press. 


BOSTON, Mass., Jan. 16.—An ap- 
peal for “laws that are promulgat- 
ed by ballots and not enforced by 
bullets” was voiced by Major-Gen- 
eral Clarence R. Edwards, war- 
time commander of the Twenty- 
sixth (Yankee) Division today, in 
addressing a tenth anniversary 
protest and memorial meeting for 
persons killed in enforcement of 
prohibition. 

The meeting, called by the Liber- 
al Civic League, whose avowed pur- 
pose is repeal of the prohibition 
amendment, was held in historic 
Faneuil Hall. 

We are gathered here, not in 
a joyful and jubilant mood,” said 
Gen. Edwards. “We do not recog- 
nize the regime of recklessness and 
ruin of a decade of prohibition as 
one that calls for a jubilee and jol- 
lification. The loss of human 
lives and the destruction of thou- 
sands of dollars worth of pri- 
vate property that have attended 
the enforcement of this law 


demand the most serious considera- } 
tion and reflection of all thoughtful | 


and decent citizens. 

“T am impressed with the evi- 
dence of increasing graft and op- 
portunities for illegal and _ illicit 
wealth during these days of prohi- 
bition. The riches of the under- 
world so flagrantly flaunted before 
us in our large cities and the re- 
tirement of law enforcement offl- 
cials in possession of enormous for- 
tunes can do nothing but break 
down the morale of our hard- 
working, industrious citizens.“ 

Referring to the State enforce- 
ment act, he said: 

“Get rid of that useless, unneces- 
sary and ineffective piece of legis- 
lation. Let us enjoy, laws that are 
promulgated by ballets and not en- 
forced by bullets.” 

The roll of dead was called by 
states. The figures presented 
showed 1363, including violators 
of the law, enforcement agents and 
innocent persons, had met death. 
Texas led the list with 114, and 
Georgia followed with 105. New 
Hampshire was the only State in 
which no death was listed. Maine, 
Delaware and North Dakota had 
one death each listed. 

Prohibition Commissioner Doran 
was here today and in addressing 
a luncheon of the Women’s Chris- 
‘tian. Temperance Union, said: 
“While we are holding services 
and while we are considering the 


people who have lost their lives 


in the program of the Government 
to enforce the law, we must re- 
member that 100,000 more people 
would have deen slain on the high- 
ways last year than were slain had 
it not been for prohibition.”

Experts were in- 
credulous today when they read 
these figures in the report of a 
sale at the French customs depart- 
ment in Paris. 

Both pictures in question were 
acquired by Jenny Dolly of the 
dancing Dolly Sisters. A campaign 
of protest was at once started and 
the sale may be canceled on ac- 
count of a technical irregularity. 

The pictures were among a num- 
ber of other masters smuggled into 
France by a Russian named Bar- 
anoff, supposed to be a Soviet 
agent. The French customs seized 
them, and after waiting years; de- 
cided to sell them. 

It is now stated that insufficient 
publicity was given to the sale. It 
is argued that if it had taken place 
in a smart auction room, instead 
in a tumbledown warehouse, the 
Rembrandt and the Raphael-would 
have fetched nearer $500,000 than 
the $19,000 realized on them Mon- 
day. 

The Rembrandt, the authenticity 
of which is doubted by only a few, 
is @ portrait of a young man. The 
Raphael canvas is a Virgin, There 
are some doubters who think it 
might be attributed to Francia, one 
of Raphael’s pupils. 


COMMUMSTS DEFY BERLIN 
POLICE, HOLD DEMONSTRATION 


Two Officers Beaten, 20 Reds Ar- 
rested; Four Deaths at 
Hartsmanndorf. 

By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Jan. 16.—Violent dem- 
onstrations by Communists oc- 
curred in three districts of Berlin. 
Following a mass meeting to com- 
memorate the tenth anniversary of 
the killing of Karl Liebknecht and 
Rosa Luxemburg, communists de- 
fied the police and held a dem- 
onstration in the streets. 

‘A crowd of about 
wearing the uniforms of the for- 
bidden “red front” organization, 
marched down Potsdamerstrasse 
in the west end. A strong police 
force arrived, through which the 
Communists tried to force a pass- 
age. The police fired in the air and 
used their clubs freely, but were 
in a difficult position until rein- 
forcements enabled them to clear 
the streets.

Four dg@aths were reported in 
rioting in Hartsmanndorf. In a 
clash in Magdeburg a policeman 
was injured and three rioters were 
arrested. There were also disturb- 
ances in several other German 
cities. 


SAMOAN NATIVES FLEE 
INTO THE BUSH COUNTRY 


Members of the Mau Attempt to 
Escape From Charges of 
Sedition. 
APIA, Western Samoa, Jan. 16. 
Members of the Mau, the league 
of native Samoans, have taken to 
the bush ii an attempt to escape 
from police seeking to carry out 
orders of Administrator S. S. Allen, 
who has charged them with foster- 
ing a seditious organization. 
Police reinforcements, which ar- 
rived from New Zealand this week, 
found but few natives in Apia, al- 
though nine native boats anchored 
near the shore on the western coast 
were brought here and weapons 
and literature seized. A signboard 
with the words “Samoa for Sa- 
moans,” was seized in an office fre- 
quented by Mau followers. 
Resistance of the Samoan natives 
to New Zealand’s government, al- 
though begun in 1926, has been 
characterized by little violence un- 
til recently. For the most part 
their opposition has consisted of 
refusal to pay taxes and boycott 
of European stores. Rioting ‘be- 
gan on Dec. 28, when Alfred G. 
Smyth, who was returning from 
exile due to his asserted ehcourage- 
ment of native resistance to the 
Government, was welcomed by a 
parade of the Mau. The constab- 
ulary attempted to break up the 


demonstration and were attacked, | 


A Constable and eight natives were 
killed and many injured.

LEAGUE COUNCIL 3 


SESSION ADJOURNED: 


Delegates, Anxious to Get to 
London Conference, Cut 
Meeting Short. 


GENEVA, Jan. 14. — The fifty- 
eighth session of the Council of 
the League of Nations adjourned 
today, shortly after the delegates 
convened for the morning meeting. 
Almost everyone was in a hurry 
to leave Geneva, to attend the na- 
val conference at London. 

Throughout the session of the 
Council, which was one of the 
shortest in its history, it was ap- 
parent that the members were pre- 
occupied with the London confer- 
ence and wished to avoid any sub- 
ject which might give rise to con- 
flict and delay their adjournment, 

Accomplishments of the council 
session were: 

Selection of a committee of 
eleven to draft changes in the 
covenant of the League of Nations 
to bring it into conformity with 
the Kellogg pact and bar aggres- 
sive warfare altogether. 

Voting of a conference on Feb. 
17 to consider a tariff truce, a 
stage in the League’s campaign to 
reduce restrictions to international 
trade. 

Agreement to appoint a special 
commission of three persons to de- 
termine rights and claims regard- 
ing the Wailing Wall of Jerusalem. 

The Council also summoned an 
international conference on buoy- 
age and lighting of coasts for next 
October. This will be held at Lis- 
bon on invitation of the Portuguese 
Government. All other maritime 
countries will have an opportunity 
to participate. 

August Zaleski, president of the 
council, in his closing address 
paid tribute to Woodrow Wilson 
and to Quinones De Leon,, who, 
he said, was the only member of 
the first League council who was 
a member of the one just ending 
its session. 


Zaleski early 


contrasted the 


bstruggles of the League with the 
task it faces today. While some 
of us then hoped against hope we 
now have faith because we know,” 
he said. 

“We know we are on the right 
road and have not gone astray. We 
know we are employing the right 
methods and we fully realize the 
complexity of the problems. before 
us. We know that peace must be 
organized step by step, that the 
edifice of peace must be built 
stone by stone, and that the na- 
tions’ will to peace must de 
strengthened and organized gradu- 
ally, slowly and systematically, by 
daily, nay hourly, efforts. 

“We also realize the importance 
of the change which has been 
brought about in the collective 
psychology of the nations through 
the beneficent influence of the 
league, This profound change in 
men's minds and hearts constitutes, 
I think, the surest guarantee of 
peace.”’ 


FRENCH ASSASSIN GETS: LIFE

PARIS, Jan. 16.—Joseph Phil- 
ipponet yesterday was sentenced to 
penal servitude for life for the 
murder Sept. 16, 1929, of Henri 
Bayle, director of the identification 
serviee of the French Ministry of 
Justice. Bayle’ generally was con- 
sidered to have carried on to im- 
portant development the work of 
Bertillon in identification and 
measurement of the human body. 

The murderer scorned the plea of 
insanity advanced by his lawyer. 
He admitted full responsibility and 
demanded the death sentence. 
When arrested he said he shot the 
police official for giving “dishon- 
est” testimony in a case ‘tn which 
he was involved. Bayle had de- 
veloped the science of identifying 
paintings and works of art by use 
of the X-ray. *

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UNREST OF NATIVES CAUSES. 
CONCERN IN SOUTH AFRICA 


Railway Workers Threaten Strike 
in Cape Colony; Mayor of 
Carnarvon Injured. 

CAPE TOWN, Union of South 
Africa, Jan. 16.—Unrest among 
natives is causing considerable un- 
easinéss among the entire white 
population of the Union of South 
Africa. Trouble has spread from 
Carnarvon, Cape Colony, where the 
Mayor and other Europeans were 
injured Monday, to East London, 
also in Cape Colony. 

At East London, native railway 
workers threaten to strike unless 
their wages are increased or a 


commission is appointed to inquire 


into their demands. The requests 
were put forward through the na- 
tive workers’ . organization, the 
Commercial and Industrial Union, 

Another disquieting factor, which 
may not, however, be connected 
with the natives, is a series of re- 
cent acts of sabotage on the rail- 
ways. the engine of the Durban- 
Johannesburg mail train was de- 
railed Tuesday between Drummon 
and Ichanga. Investigation showed 
that a number of fish-plates had 
been inserted between the check- 
rail and the track-rail. There are 
no signs as yet that the unrest is 
spreading into the native terri- 
tories. 


ORTIZ RUBIO OFF FOR MEXICO 


GRAND CANYON, Ariz., Jan. 
16.—President-elect Pascual Ortiz 
Rubio of Mexico and his party left 
here last night in his special car 
bound for Mexico City. 

Ortiz Rubio, standing on the 
rear platform, expressed deep ap- 
preciation of courtesies extended 
to him and his party during the 
stay “at the tremendous gash in 
the face of the earth,” as he de- 
scribed the canyon. The party re- 
mained at Grand Canyon more 
than a week and for several days 
was isolated by heavy snowfall.

All of them long have 
been residents of China and possess 
experience gained in handling 
famine funds on previous occa- 
sions. The committee is awaiting 
further details of the contemplated 
drive for funds in America. 

American missionaries said a re- 
lief drive in America was “bound 
to result from these unquestion- 
ably accurate statements of famine 
conditions.” 

Missionaries who arrived here 
and at Peiping recounted their ex- 
periences during months of work in 
Shensi, Kansu and S8hansi, in 
Northwestern China. Highways 
and countryside, they said, were 
littered with bodies of victims of 
famine and exposure to the most 
severe cold felt in China for many 
years. Great pits had been dug 
and bodies thrown into them, but 
typhus ravaged the populace. 

Crops of last year were far below 
normal. Scarcely any planting has 
been done for next season,

Dr. Wilson’s Proposal. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 


SEE that Dr. C. T. Wilson would 


change the Constitution of the United 
States to give the prohibition officers the 
right to enter and search a home without 
@ search warrant. 

He would take away the last vestige of 
liberty. This would prostitute our 
homes. It would open our doors to 
thugs and gangsters who would come in 


the national Government in a matter that should 


to be dangerous in political matters I would 
in favor of state prohibition if I thought pro- 
hibition probibited, but I think in the long run, 
except in local communities Where the majority 
of the citizens are in favor of the law, it will be 


vote for it. If not, I would favor a high license, 
but I am not in favor of a national amendment 
which should force 12 or 15 great atates into a 
sumptuary system which the public opinion and 
the real practices of the people of those states 
would not support. I think it is most unwise to 
fasten upon the United States a prohibitory sys- 
tem under the excitement of the war, which I 
do not hesitate to say every sensible supporter 
of prohibition in the end. will regret. Let the 
states which wish to do so prohibit. They have 
every means now of enforcing prohibition. There 
is a Federal law, sustained as constitutional, 


which forbids the importation into them of liquor 
from other states and the whole field is open to 


state legislation and its enforcement. 


Asked later in that year if his letter could be re 
jeased for publication, Mr. Taft again wrote Mr. Lin- 
coln under date of Sept. 2, 1918, as follows: 


A national prohibition amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution will be adopted against the 
views and practices of a majority of the people if 
many of the large cities and in one-fourth or less 
of the states. The business of manufacturing al- 
cohol, liquor and beer will go out of the hands 
of law-abiding members of the communfty, and 
will be transferred to the quasi-criminal class. 
In the communities where the majority will not 
sympathize with a Federal law’s restrictions, large 
numbers of Federal officers will be needed for its 
enforcement. The central Government now has 
very wide war powers.

If, 
however, a partisan political head of the internal 
revenue department, or of a separate department 
created for the purpose, shall always be able 
through Federal detectives and policemen to 
reach into every hamlet, and to every ward, and 
to every purlieu of a large city, and use the ley- 
erage of an intermittently lax and strict enforce 
ment of the law against would-be dealers in 
liquor and their patrons, he will wield a sinister 
power, prospect of which should make anxious 
the friends of free constitutional government. 

“A new broom sweeps clean.” A temporary 
national prohibition law as a war measure may 
be effective. It is urged to stimulate war produc- 
tion in the emergency, and to take temptation 
from our soldiers, though it is doubtful whether 
the serious loss to the national revenues, Which 
it will entail, may not outweigh the actual bene- 
fits. The immediately useful operation of such a 
law, or of a new state prohibition law, is not 
convincing evidence of its ultimate tendency and 
regult. The community must summer and win- 
ter it for years. After the law-abiding members 
of the business go out of business and a complete 
readjustment follows, the pressure for violation 
and lax execution in communities where the law 
is not popular will be constant and increasing. 
The reaching out of the great central power to 
brush the doorsteps of local communities, far re- 
moved geographically and politically from Wash- 
ington, will be irritating in such states and com-

Mr. Hoover’s commission 
points out that in the past year 80,000 people were 
arrested for violating this law, as if there were this 
many criminals in the United States; or as if this 
staggering total could mean anything less than that 
the people have revolted! We all know quite well 
what the situation is. We know why Mr. Coolidge’s 
administration made only the gésture of enforcing 
prohibition. We know why Mr. Hoover’s administra- 
tion can only make the same gesture, notwithstanding 
we are told that the Government is going to have 
more stringent laws, that Federal Judges are to be 
more numerous, that the sea codsts and the borders 
are to be better patrolled, and that penitentiaries are 
to be bigger. 

The tenth anniversary of national prohibition 18 
the tenth anniversary of the greatest mistake a free 
people ever made. In a spasm of folly the bitter 
fruits of which are not yet they delivered themselves 
tied and bound into the hands of the untruth that, to 
quote Mr. Hoover, “Government can make 4 people 
righteous.” The name of Mr. Taft ought to remain 
among us as a prophet long after we have forgotten 
him as one of our Presidents. Certainly it will re 
main long after we shall have forgotten him as Chief 
Justice of the United States Supreme Court, for bts 
predictions of what would happen and what aposta- 
sies to our American traditions would result from 
prohibition are nowhere better confirmed than in his 
judicial acts. He has as a Judge resolved every doubt 
against the Constitution and in favor of prohibition. 
He indorsed wire-tapping to catch bootleggers, and 
he voted with the majority to sanction searching 
automobiles without warrant in quest of liquor. Both 
these decisions have been denounced, even by dissent- 
ing members of the Supreme bench, for having made 
of the Government an outlaw.

SUGAR LOBBYISTS. 


The education of the American public in the trick- 
eries and intrigues of lobbying continues apace. The 
report of the Caraway Committee on the sugar propa- 
gandists provides a valuable chapter.

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/ OUR FORESTRY PROBLEM. 


Dach year the world cute about 56,000,000,000 cubic 
feet of wood from its forests. Each year, foresters estl- 
mate, about 88,000,000, 000 cubic feet are grown. In this 
brief comparison the forest problem of the world 
is presented by Charles Lathrop Pack, president of 
the American Tree Association. North America pro- 
duces about half of the wood cut for use. The sources 
of supply in the United States have retreated so far 
westward and now are so distant from business cen- 
ters that the country has an annual freight bill of 
$250,000,000 for hauling wood from the forest to the 
lumber yard. As the virgin forests diminish, the 
“era of man-made forests” must begin, Mr. Pack says. 

Aside from the important industrial uses of wood, 
forests play a large part in preventing soil erosion 
and conserving farm lands. From the lessons of 
other countries the United States should learn before 
it is too late. Great Britain, for instance, has cut 
more than 95 per cent of her original forests. China

Dr. Magnes and Zionism 


St. Louis rabbi agrees with hotly-contested statement of Judah L. Magnes that Zion- 
ists must abandon hope of a Jewish Palestine, and that Jews and Arabs must 
learn to get along together under a representative government; defends Dr. 
Magnes’ statement as timely and in keeping with Israel's finest tradition.

UDAH L. MAGNES, chancellor of the 
Hebrew University, stirred up a veritable 


hornets’ nest by declaring, in the midst 


of the Palestinian crisis, that Zionists must 


abandon the hope of establishing a Jewish — 
Palestine, that a represéntative parlament 


ought to be instituted there, and that Jews 
and Arabs should make peace among them- 
selves. His position was condemned by 
Zionist.officials, by students at the Hebrew 
University, who hissed his address, by the 
American Jewish Congress, by the Jewish 
press generally, by rabbis, by Jewish le- 
gionnaires, and by many others. His critics 
are of two classes. Some aré unalterably 
Opposed to his plan; others regard this as 
an inopportune time to suggest it. I agree 
entirely with Dr. Magnes. I regard his 
views of Palestine as the only ones which 
an enlightened liberal Jew (using the word 
“liberal” in a philosophic and not a re- 
ligious sense) can hold. In addition to 
that I believe they are practicable. 

What are the facts about Palestine? At 
the present time there are about 125,000 
Jews there, 600,000 Arabs, and perhaps 50,- 
000 Christians. The land is being admin- 
istered by a British high commissioner, who 
is an absolute autocrat, responsible for his 
actions tq no Palestinian group but only to 
the British administration in London. The 
only appeal that Palestinians have against 
his decisions is to the Cabinet or Parlia- 
ment of England. The government of pres- 
ent-day Palestine is undemocratic and des- 
potic. Practically, the administration has 
curtailed no personal liberties, and has 
granted autonomy to communities, but the- 
oretically there ig no political freedom in 
Palestine, The taxes are levied by the high 
commissioner. Not only is there taxation 
without representation, but the whole ad- 
ministration of the country is dictated by 


If the Palestinians were to be granted 
full political freedom, the Arabs would 
easily dominate any established political 
Parliament, and they could easily put an 
end to Jewish immigration, and thus close 
the book of Zionism. In order to prevent 
this from happening, and in order to enable 
Great Britain to carry out her pledge to 
the Jews as made in the Balfour declara- 
tion, St. John Philby suggests that though 
political autonomy be granted in Palestine, 
the minority rights of Jews be recognized, 
and the high commissioner retain the power 
of veto over any legislation. The recogni- 
tion of minority rights implies the right to 
a minority language and to minority 
schools. If the high commissioner has the 
right to veto legislation, any attempt, not 
based on economic motives, to restrict im- 
migration can be frustrated. St. John Phil- 
by’s proposal, indorsed by Dr. Magnes, is 
fair to both Arab and Jew. 


Now, as to the timeliness of Dr: Magnes’ 
utterances. There are many who feel that 
even if he is right he should not have 
spoken, out at this time of crisis. The time 
to ‘speak out on fundamental principles is 
not when no issue is at hand, but when 
issues are open and principles are needed 
with which to solve these issues. If as a 
result of the investigation that is now go- 
ing on to sift the causes of the riots in 
Palestine, any changes are to be made in 
the status of Palestine, these changes should 
be determined by principle and not by op- 
portunism. There is no doubt that from 
the standpoint of immediate practical ex- 
pediency the Jews have to lose by inaiat- 
ing on principles as Dr. Magnes does. Be- 
cause the Arabs were the aggressors and 
because their hands are stained with the 
blood of innocent victims, their demands

NEW YORK, Jan. 17.— An Au- 
topsy today disclosed that Mrs.

and possible postural asphyxia as 
a result of a necklace about her 
neck,” 

Police had listed the death as 
due to natural causes. ° 

Mrs. Adler was the former Har- 
riet Mowry. whose family was st- 
ed in the Social Register. 

Mrs. Adler, who was 35 years 
old and the wife of Hamilton Ad- 
ler, head of a brokerage firm bear- 
ing his name, was found dead in 
the apartment of Dudley Murphy on 
the roof of an East Forty-first 
street office building. Murphy told 
police that Mrs. Adler came to his 
apartment early yesterday morn- 
ing. He said he and John M. Bar- 
bour, a friend, left her sitting in 
the living room when they retired. 
When he awoke, Murphy said, he 
found Mrs. Adler lying face down 
across a correr of a couch. He 
tried to arouse her and discovered 
she was dead» Police absolved 
Murphy and Barbour of all blame 
in her death. 

Adler, who has been separated 
from his wife for some time, left 
New York Dec: 23 for Honolulu. 
The pair had one small son, Ham- 
ilton Jr., who ‘lived with his 
mother.

The Central Township group 
was requested to discuss its request 
further before the next committee 
meeting.

310,000, 0 road bond issue. The 
plan is being prepared by Harland 
Bartholomew, city planner, who 
approved in general the 1930 pro- 
gram drawn up by Jablonsky.
